Zela.va has 4'.scaped alioanl a Mexi.-an war 
vessi'l and will mak<' liis way to llnrope. where 
lie will live in royal retirement on the luillious 
he has been laying by in continental banks

.\mei'ica. Thus another luuiderer ami buccii- 
neer escapes his •le.serts. 

Sei^rutary of State Knox declared the United 
States would demand, not only amends from the 
goveniinent of Ni< arairua. but .jiisti. e meted out 
to those itersoiiallN responsible lor the cruel 
murder of American citi/ens. That statement 
shocked Mexico, as well as her Latin- American 
sisters. The shoHc came to thone, who are in 
tenipoiMi> power to the south of us. They have 
deposits in the .same Kurujiean institutions with 
the same object in view, und it may be neces- 
sary for them to hack the heads off a few Amer- 
ican citizens in hewing their way to the sea- 
coast. Vet, We believe the annoimceiiieiit of 
the secretary of state may ring iu their ears and 
give them pause, lest the iie.xt time we might 
take an active hand iu the warfare and capture 
them before they get away. 

Zt iaya represents a tyjK' of adventurer, coin- 
niou in (South and Central Anierieu, yet little 
iiiKlerstood. The statement of Secretary Knox, 
tactily declinini^ to recognize Zelaya as the 
h. a.l of a lesjionsilil,. government, but regard- 
iniT liiiii as a buceani>er, comes nearsat to the 
true measure of the situation.

Mt>sl tif the peojilc are 
only half civilized, communication is irregular, 
illiteracy the rule, and the publications con- 
trolled by the "presideiite". His rule is more 
abscolute than that of any Kuropean nioiiarcii 
or eastern iKileiitate. But, while the people 
are ignorant, indolent, careless and used to 
tyranny, they are also used to revolt. ( oiise 
quently, after the buccaneer in autho;ity Ik- 
comes tiresome, anotiier aii.-es and heads a sue 
cessful revolt, while the retiring "presidente" 
makes his get-away to Europe. 

The ipu'stion <d" w hat shall we do w itii our e~- 
presideiites does not bothei' Latin .\inerica. 

However, (x'casionaliy, as in the ca^e of /.'la 
ya, the "presidente" violates the laws of na 
tions and murders or robs citizens of anothei 
country. AVhat redress is there' Z. Iaya miir 
dered two Americans, lie has es, jip,i|. This 
country <leinainis repaiation. The jM>nalt.v <ioes 
not fail on Zelaya or his government; but on 
the men on whose side the Amt^lcans were 
flglitinir. The fact that the new government of 
Nieaia^'ua wcuild have to pay for the crimes, 
w hich he had committed, womd only add to the 
enjoyment of Zelaya. 

If this government takes a hand on the an 
sumiition that the heads of those uovernmeiif ■ 
are adventurers, who for a brief time iiavt 
seized .•. lit r.il of the strong boxes of the nations 
|K>liticul reforms may follow fust in Ijatin 
America.
